“Smallpox” at the opening of the ses-' 


sion, after which the entire time was 


taken up by the discussion of the sub- | 
ject which ts considered of vitai im- | 


portance to the welfare of the children 


attending the schools of Terre Haute.) 


Dr. Combs read a number of opinions 


{from eminent medical authorities con- 
cerning the conditions that are con- 
‘\ducive to the health of schoot children, 
tand instances were cited in which the 
‘conditions, as to overcrowding and im- 
perfect ventilation 


of school rooms, 
were very detrimental to the health of 
the pupils. Several of these instances 
concerned Terre Haute schools. 

It is the opinion of the members of 
the society that a rigid medical in- 
spection of the children attending the 
schools of Terre Haute would greatly 
minimize the spread of contagious dis- 
eases. 

Two new school trustees will take of- 
fice on Jan. 1 and the members of the 
essociation are planning an aggres- 
sive campaign for the adoption of a 
system of medica] inspection in the 
city schools.
